1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the design which can 
light up as set forth in claim 7 must be shown or the feature canceled from the claim. 

2. The drawings are objected to because they do not adequate detail of how the 
inner and outer pieces of the bumper are connected, or how they attach to the wheel 
rim. The drawings should include reference characters which conform to those used in 
the specification to point out details in the invention. 

No new matter should be entered. 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because of the objections set forth above. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings.

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. There is no description of the two pieces being in various 
sizes as set froth in claim 4, or of various colors as set forth in claim 6, or of being able 
to light up as claimed in claim 7.

5. The disclosure is objected to because it does not clearly and fully describe the 
invention. The specification does not provide reference characters which may be 
referred to in the drawings, and does not describe the structure which makes up the 
invention. The connection of the outer piece to the inner piece, and the manner in 
which the protector assembly is attached to the wheel rim is not described. 

Appropriate correction is required.

The claims are narrative in form and contain functional or operational language. 
The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one sentence form only. 
Note the format of the claims in the Chan and Hameed patents cited with this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Aske, Jr. (US Patent Number 3,000,672). 

The positioning of the trim ring of Aske, Jr. would protect the rim of the wheel. 
The trim ring comprises an inner ring 26 and an outer ring 24. The outer ring would 
prevent scratches to the rim. The outer ring 24 may be made in different colors (see 
column 3, line 5) and may be made in different sizes (see column 7, line 17). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aske, Jr. 
'672 in view of O'Donnell. 

The protector or trim of Aske, Jr. '672 is not designed to light up. 

O'Donnell teaches the desirability of a wheel cover which can light up during 
driving. The cover is provided with lamp units 28 to light up. From this teaching it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide lamp units on the 
protector or trim of Aske, Jr. '672 in order to light up the trim and to make the trim more 
visible as this would enhance the safety of a vehicle using this trim and would further 
provide a unique appearance.
